It lias level rirer vallevsiindj 
rrdliiig hills, and as fine and ac- 1 
coinmodatiog peo^O OS I ever 
■aw anywhere. 

I can rightly **boott" Stanton, 

for it is a fine little town. Stan- 
ton i-i the best town morally in 
the mountain«i u{ Kentucky I am 
sure. 1 have been in lots of 
towot and I never have been in 
one that was ahead of it for flne, 
good and congenial people. 

I like the app«>:»raiic(' of ('lav 
l ily line although I kave not liad 
the oportunity to know as much 
about Clay City as I do Stanton. 

During my stay in your eoun*y 
1 have been in mo.'-t of your 
country ^(dlnn| di-^tricts, and find 
them to be very line peojile. Of 
the thirty. three "Free Schools" 
in Poweit county, all of them 
have Tea-hiT- that have the 
Cause of K lu( aii'>nat heart, I 
am i:lad to say that on invc.sti 
nation I have found that more of 
them are Ohritti&nt than anv 
other county I have done work 
in. I am hoping that all of the 
others are soon converteii. 

The County Superintendent re 
cenlly told me that she had had 
^ut one retignatiou this year. 
(Teachert ttick to your butb.) I 
have visited several of the "Free 
Schools," and find that they are 
well taught. 

The churches are all well at- 
tended, and the folks i-eem to be 
living their religion. The Sun 
day schools are all reporting 
yootl attendance, at)out si.xty |)er 
c-ent fd' the census where there is 
any Sunday school. 

i'owell county it better oil 
than any other county in Ren 
tucky in Sunday schools. Out of 
thirty-three school districts there 
are niiiet»<*ii Sunday s(diools, one 
half, but this is very poor aver- 
age seemingly, but better than 
any j>t her county in the state of 
Kentucky. 

If there is any of the other dis. 
tnctt that Would like to have a 
Sunday school, and are ready to 
help, please write to Andrew 
Hollart, StaotoB Ky., (Mittiooa- 
ry American Simdajr School I'u 
ion,) who is ready and willing to 
do all he t an to aid and assist 
>ou in getting one started. 

There are three schools i n 
Powell county that I with to 
make special mention nf« Kot- 
slyn, I'liion : Slude and Vauahn'B 
Mill, I'liion. All of the places 
named have cood Sunday Hchools, 
R(»ailyo being the only one out 
of town In Powell eooaty that it 
an evergreen school. I aai hop- 
ing and trusting thatothert take 
their e.xample.
